Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  Lave  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

I960. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
3,260  which  was  an  increase  of  120  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live-births  (30  M.  22  F)  was  52  a  decrease  of  2  from 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly  15*95 
which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s  Comparability  Factor 
to  allow  comparison  with  other  Districts  becomes  20.26  and  was  higher 
than  that  of  17*1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Stillbirth  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  stillbirths.  The  National  rate 
has  remained  stationary  around  20  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births 
for  approximately  30  years,  as  the  hard  core  consists  of  genetic  or 
congenital  and  premature  deaths. 

Infantile  Deaths  and  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

One  infant  death  was  registered  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  accordingly  19*2  and  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  21.7  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  cause  of  death  was:- 

( 1 )  Broncho-pneumonia  ( 3  weeks) 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  abortion.  This  rate  has  been  nil  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  38  (21  M.  17  F-)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  11.35,  which  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births  becomes  14-19; 
that  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.5- 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases 
which  are  the  natural  ultimate  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

An  exception,  however,  is  Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the 
Heart  which  claims  many  victims  in  middlo-age.  There  were  10  of  those 
deaths,  ranging  from  54  to  86  years,  and  the  ratio  of  male  to  female 
deaths  was  4  :  1  • 

Cancer  as  in  previous  years  caused  the  second  highest  number  of 
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deaths  i.e.  9,  compared  with  5  in  the  previous  year,  despite  the  notable 
advances  in  modem  diagnosis  and  treatment;  this  is  probably  due  to  the 
fact  that  it  occurs  predominantly  in  aged  persons,  who  commonly 
procrastinate  in  seeking  medical  advice,  having  regard  to  the  insidious 
and  latent  onset  of  the  disease. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  however,  like  Coronary  Thrombosis,  is  the  cause 
of  many  deaths  in  middle-age  and  it  may  be  significant  in  relation  to  the 
theory  of  excessive  smoking  that  male  deaths  invariably  predominate.  It 
is  possible  that  smoking  precipitates  the  growth  of  Cancer  cells  in  those 
who  are  predisposed  to  the  disease,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  smokers  do  not  die  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Two  male  deaths 
were  registered. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  death 
due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 


Apart  from  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever,  the  Borough  was  free 
from  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  was  a  minor  outbreak,  51  cases  having  been  notified.  An 
increasing  number  of  children  are  being  vaccinated  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  by  their  family  Fractitioners  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
eventually  create  a  barrier  against  outbreaks  of  this  distressful  and 
often  serious  children' s  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Three  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  This  infection  is  now  comparatively 
mild  and  the  serious  complications  of  former  years,  such  as  Acute  Nephritis, 
Carditis  and  Suppurative  Otitis  Media  are  seldom  seen.  Patients  are  usually 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  social  reasons,  as  for  example  when  it  would  be 
advisable  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  in  a  crowded  household. 

Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  other  Notifiable  Diseases 

None  of  these  was  notified.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has 
completely  proved  its  value  as  a  preventive  measure,  and  from  available 
evidence  there  would  seem  to  be  no  doubt  regarding  the  efficacy  of 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination;  for  example,  no  case  amongst  vaccinated  persons 
has  occurred  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1956/57* 

Tuberculosis 

Only  one  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  the 
patient  was  a  chronic  latent  case  in  the  65  years  plus  age-group.  There 
was  no  case  in  the  15  to  24  years  age-group,  which  prior  to  around  1950 
contained  the  most  notifications  and  which  reflects  a  significant  and 
favourable  trend. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  during  their  visit  to  the  Borough  in 
July  I960  did  not  discover  any  new  cases  out  of  a  total  of  3^9  persons  who 
attended  but  incidentally  found  one  case  of  Lung  Cancer.  This  may  be 
regarded  as  a  general  index  that  there  is  no  reservoir  of  infection  within  the 
population  of  the  Borough  (see  later  table). 

B. C.G.  vaccination  which  is  offered  to  School  Leavers  is  also  another 
important  preventive  measure  which  should  contribute  towards  the  eventual 
elimination  of  a  disease  which  has  plagued  man  for  Centuries. 
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There  were  no  new  cases  of  Non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  notified 
which  is  an  index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies  from  the  contagion 
of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  which  in  former  years  had  caused  innumerable 
deaths  or  disability  and  deformity. 

In  conclusion..  1  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  the 
staff  for  their  co-cperation  and  efficiency.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Lydd  is  a  very  ancient  and  historic  Borough,  being  mentioned  in  Saxon 
Charters  from  740  AD  onwards,  and  is  a  Corporate  Member  of  the  Cinque  Ports. 

It  is  predominately  agricultural,  being  cheifly  concerned  in  sheep  and  cattle 
raising  and  arable  farming.  There  are  also  extensive  beach  quarrying  and 
crushing  plants  within  the  district.  Of  the  sub-districts,  Dungeness  is 
largely  devoted  to  the  fishing  industry,  and  G-reat stone,  where  there  is  a 
large  Holiday  Camp,  and  Lydd-on-Sea,  cater  chiefly  for  the  holiday-makers. 

Units  of  the  British  Army  are  from  time  to  time  quartered  at  Lydd  Camp,  and 
there  are  extensive  anti-tank  and  mortar  ranges  to  the  South  of  the  Camp, 
providing  employment  for  a  number  of  civilians.  Lydd  Airport,  owned  and 
used  by  a  private  enterprise  company,  and  situated  to  the  N.E.  of  the  old  Town, 
continues  to  expand.  This  establishment  provides  employment  for  many  local 
residents,  as  well  as  for  residents  of  the  surrounding  areas,  and  the  Council 
has  provided  housing  accommodation  for  some  of  the  permanent  staff. 

Parts  of  the  extensive  coastal  area  of  the  Borough,  viz.  Lydd-on-Sea 
and  G-reatstone,  continue  to  be  developed  for  residential  and  holiday  purposes. 
Re-housing  of  the  Tenants  of  the  Aluminium  Temporary  Bungalows  at  Tourney  Road 
was  completed  during  the  year,  .and  the  remainder  of  the  Temporary  Bungalows 
(eleven)  were  demolished  and  the  sites  cleared.  A  further  twelve  two-storey 
two-bedroomed  flats  were  completed,  some  of  the  former  Temporary  Bungalow 
Tenants  moving  into  these  new  dwellings.  The  total  number  of  post-war 
permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  is  146,  and  these,  with  the  32 
permanent  houses  and  bungalows  erected  prior  to  the  1939/43  War,  bring  the 
total  of  permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  to  178.  In  addition }  the 
Council  control  a  further  six  houses  not  originally  provided  by  them.  Plans 
are  in  hand  for  erecting  ten  old  persons'  one-bedroomed  bungalows  on  a  site 
off  Skinner  Road. 

During  I960,  interest  continued  to  be  centred  on  the  Central  Electricity 
G-enera,ting  Board's  proposals  to  construct  a  Nuclear  Power  Station  of  some 
300/550  megawatts  output  at  Dungeness,  West  of  the  Lighthouse,  and  to  a  lesser 
degree  on  the  Board' s  proposals  to  erect  a  convertor  Sub-Station  at  Pigwell, 
Lydd,  and  275kV  overhead  electricity  lines  from  Lydd  to  Canterbury  in 
connection  with  the  interchange  of  electric  power  between  France  and  this 
Country.  Work  on  strengthening  and  straightening  the  Dungeness  Road  and  the 
construction  of  a  roundabout  at  the  junction  of  that  road  with  Harden  Road, 
Robinhood  Lane,  Ness  Road  and  Manor  Road  was  carried  out  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year.

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Work  on  the  Power  Station  commenced  in  July  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  much  progress  had  been  made.  Further  progress  was  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  Converter  Sub-Station  at  Pigwell  with  a  view  to  the 
Cross-Channel  electricity  link  being  completed  during  1961.  Relations 
between  the  Counci,  and  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  and 
various  Contractors  working  under  the  Nuclear  Power  Group  are  most  cordial. 
The  question  of  providing  and  operating  a  Caravan  Camp  for  accommodating  some 
of  the  constructional  staff  is  under  consideration  by  the  Nuclear  Power 
Group.
